Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 15-20 are allowed. 
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Reasons for Allowance 



3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record does not teach or suggest the claimed catalyst for 
polymerizing a-olefin, comprising a combination of components (A) through (D) as 
recited in the instant claims. 

As stated in the previous Office Action, Kojoh et al. did not teach or suggest 
Applicants' claimed component (C), which comprised compounds represented by 
general formula (2). Further, although Kojoh et al. disclose N,N-dimethylacetamide, N, 
N-diethylbenzamide, and N,N-dimethyltoluaminde as exemplary electron donors, these 
donors do not read on Applicants' claimed component (C ) comprising compounds 
represented by Applicants' claimed general formula (1). 

Both general formulae require the formation of ring structures. 

The electron donors disclosed in Kojoh et al. do not meet this requirement. 

The structure for N, N-diethylbenzamide is as follows:

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And, for N,N-dimethylacetamide:

Note that in each of these electron donors, the substituents do not interbond and 
form ring structures.
